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FRENCH CRACK NAZI LINES AT AMIENS 


Enemy Salien 
Split Open By 
Furious Attack 


PARIS, May 23.—The French armies in a slashing 
counter-attack tonight cracked the German salient which 
had extended to the English Channel and reported they 
had reached the suburbs of their first objective—Amiens. 


Belgian sources said tonight that German troops which 
had dented Allied lines at Audenarde, south of Ghent, Bel- 
gium, had been thrown back almost immediately by an 
‘Allied counter-attack. 

The French communique: 

“Numerous engagements took place at various points 
in the northern region. Our advance units reached the out- 
skirts of Amiens. Enemy attacks, preceded by strong ar- 
tillery preparation, collapsed south of Sedan. There were ar- 
tillery duels between Longuyon and the Moselle. 


Intense Activity By Bombing Force 


“There was intense activity by our bombing aviation 
both day and night. 


“During the night of May 22 our pursuit aviation 
drove off groups of enemy bombers consisting of 20 
planes each which attempted to carry out diving attacks 
on our battlefront. 


“At least eight enemy planes were brought down dur- 
ing that engagement.

Tanks Dive From Road In 
Confusion As Bombers 
Wreck Havoc

IN FRANCE, May 23—German 
tanks were seen diving from roads 
in confusion te aveld clusters of 
bombs dropped yesterday by low- 
flying Royal Air Force planes in 
widespread raids just behind the 
lines in northern France. 

Large formations of Britain's ad- 
vance air striking force took part 
in the raids aimed at shattered Ger- 


man communications and supply 
lines, 


RIVAL TANK BATTLE 

At one point as their planes roar- 
ed down, the pilots said, they could 
see a battle on the ground between 
two German and two Allied tanks. 
Twenty German light tanks were 
counted along one road near 
Amiens, They were spattered with 
machine-gun fire from the planes. 

Bombs were pouted on military 
objectives a few miles north of 
Amiens, occupied Tuesday by 
German advance forces. Light 
anti-aircraft units were observed 
north and northeast of Amiens, 
but there seemed little movement 
over the roads in this section, 

British aircraft spotted one con- 
voy and bombed the head of the 
column, Pilots reported direct hits, 
and it was believed the road was 
blocked. Another convoy was at- 
tacked in a wood, 

Back from the raid, the bomber 
crews told of being “lucky enough 
to find some of the tanks which had 
broken through” Allied lines. 


FALLS OVER BACKWARDS 

“One of the pilots dropped a bomb 
right in the middle of three of 
them,” the fliers said. “One of the 
tanks reared up like a horse and 
fell over backwards, 

“Another machine found a con- 
voy of German lorries and let go 
his load at them. He could actually 
see the lorries toppling headlong off 
the road.”

Phantom Bomber Is 
SCATTER NAZI | Strange Target For 


Anti-Air 


craft Guns 


LONDON, May 23.—Anti-Aircraft 
gunners on the east coast Tuesday 
night brought down a “phantom 
bomber—a Royal Air Force Hamp- 
den, flying empty after its crew and 
pilot had taken to ,arachutes. 

German gunners had crippled the 
plane, the air ministry said today, 
and the crew, except for the pilot, 
bailed out over Germany. 

“Single-handed, the pilot nursed 
his aircraft across the North Sea, 
fighting every minute of the long 
journey to maintain height,” the ac- 
count related. 


SAFELY HOME 
“As he crossed the British coast he 


was picked up by an anti-aircraft 
searchlight. He was all in, and his 


aircraft was in no condition to make 
a safe landing. 

“He sald, ‘Well, thank God, 
that's England anyway!’ and epen- 
ed the door of his plane and 
stepped out. 

“At that moment anti-aircraft 
gunners, receiving no recognition 
signals, opened fire. 


PARASHOOTERS 

“As the pilot floated down in his 
parachute, he thought of ‘para- 
shooters’ “—a newly-established civ- 
ilian force to combat the possible in- 
vasion of German parachute troops 
—“who might be waiting beneath. 

“But his luck held. He landed 
safely and was able to establish his 
identity.”

Queen | Victoria's Birth 
(CANADA MUST

Reflecting unity and strength of 
the British Commonwealth of 

Nations that has survived the 
strain of more than one great or 
lesser war, the Empire tomorrow 
marks the 12ist birthday of 
Queen Victoria, beloved monarch 
through peace and war for 64 
years. 

Victoria ascended the throne in 
1837 and died in 1901 shortly after 
investing Lord Roberts with the in- 
signia of the Garter for the British 
victories in the South Afrfican war. 

Canada, in the tradition of years, 
has a national public holiday. In 
the United Kingdom and other dom- 
inions and colonies the anniversary 
of the Good Queen's birthday has 
been joined with the observance of 
Empire Day. 


LONG REIGN 


At Queen Victoria's coronation in| 
1838 the Turkish ambassador is said | 
to have muttered in amazement, 
“All this for a woman.” Had he been 
able to foresee this lasting tribute | 
to herself and the perpetuation of 
her reign in the hearts of her 
people, he would have been even 


more astounded. 
Queen Victoria's reign—the 
longest in British history—saw 


wide development and coloniza- 
tion of the Empire and great ex- 
tension of power on land and sea, 
The Queen became Empress of 
India, It was during her reign 
that the Dominion of Canada 
stew from a group of scattered 
colonies to a strong confedera- 
tion under the British flag. 


Daughter of Edward, Duke of 
Kent, son of George III of Great 
Britain, and his wife, the daughter 
of William II of Prussia, Victoria's 
Prospects at birth of becoming 
Queen were not very great. Her 
uncle, afterwards George IV, was 
Regent. 

He died and was succeeded by his 
brother, William IV. When William 
died his 18-year-old neice, Victoria, 
was the sole surviving child of the 
four sons of George III. 


CANADIAN ORIGINATOR 

Credit for originating ®mpire 
Day throughout the Empire is given 
to Mrs. Clementina Fessenden, a 
Canadian of Hamilton, Ont. As a 
result of her efforts the Hamilton 
School Board in 1898 set aside one 
school afternoon of. the year as 
“Flag Day” with a view to inspiring 
the children with patriotic and im- 
perial sentiments. 

The idea received enthusiastic co- 
operation from the Ontario depart- 
ment of education who urged the 
Dominion Educational Associaiion 
to make it a national movement. 
The latters action resulted in the 
first observance of Empire Day 


It was not until 1902, after the 


Queen’s death, that Empire Day 
was finally established in the 
United Kingdom through the ef- 


forts of Lord Meath.

PRESS EFFORT 
TO AID ALLIES; 


Defence Minister States 
Immediate Help Will 
Be Extended 


OTTAWA, May 23. — No time 
must be lost in pressing Canada’s 
Preparations and in increasing the 
weight of the Dominion's contri- 
bution to the Allied fight against 
Germany, Hon. Norman Rogers, 
minister of national defence, told | 
the nation last night. 

He expressed faith the Allies 
would triumph and thanked Cana- 
dians for their offers of assistance 
to the government which he termed 
“the inevitable reaction of a people 
with pride of race and tradition.” 


NO TIME IS LOST 

The defence minister spoke on a 
national network of the Canadian 
Broadcasting Corporation and gave 
to the people a report of the war 
effort and plans for the future along 
the lines the House of Commons 
heard Monday and Tuesday from 
himself and Prime. Minister Mac- 
kenzie King, 

“In these circumstances it is our 
duty to examine the means by 
which we can give immediately 
increased aid to the Allied cause,” 
said Mr. Rogers. “This is being 
done as rapidly and as exhaust- 
ively as possible. Not a minute 
must be lost in pressing on our 
preparations and in increasing the 
weight of our contribution.” 

The gravity of the present situa- 
tion has become clear “To every 
one of us,” said the minister. 

“The inevitable reaction of a 
people with pride of race and tra- 
dition such as ours has occurred, 
The government at Ottawa has been 
inundated with offers of assistance 
from individuals and various as- 
sociations.” 

REMAINS CONFIDENT 

These, Mr. Rogers said, have been 
so numerous that prompt replies 
could not be sent in all cases but he 
wished to assure the persons con- 
cerned that these efforts were “pro- 
foundly appreciated” and were be- 
ing given the “closest attention.” 

“The dark side of the picture is 
plain for all to see,” he declared. 
“There is no need for emphasis. 
But I shall never lose confidence in 
the ability of the French staff, 
backed by such an army and sur- 
rounded by such a people, to re-form 
the Allied lines.”

What It Means 


Telling his countrymen on Tuesday 
that Nazi planes were sweeping down the 
roads of France with machine-guns wide 
open, taking a toll of refugees the like of 
which had never been seen before, Presi- 
dent Roosevelt said he thought the United 
States “would realize the implications of 
that method of warfare.” 

The Senate appropriations committee 
did so, and gave quick approval to the new 
defence bill. Congressmen realized the 
implications as they talked about the pos- 
sibility of a victorious Hitler planting 
bases near the Panama canal. New York 
saw the implications as men of interna- 
tional repute joined to form a “Committee 
to defend America by aiding the Allies.” 

The “implications” of course are that 
Nazi planes would one day sweep down the 
roads of the United States doing what 
they did in France if the Allies are defeat- 
ed, for they ate holding the battle line for 
world democracy. Dictator control over 
“every human being and every mile of the 
earth’s surface” means Nazi control of the 
United States—and the use of Nazi means 


to gain it. 
A Ferocious Foray 


Things are not going so well with Herr 
Goering’s flying column of civilian-killers. 
Their career of slaughter probably reach- 
ed the turning point when the French re- 
captured Arras and the British cut the 
communications of the path-finder cycle 
brigade that had penetrated to Abbeville, 
a few miles from the Channel. 

The question now is whether enough 
infantry and artillery followed in the wake 
of the raiders to consolidate the Bulge. 
Otherwise the flying column will have to 
fly for home or be wiped out in sporadic 
fighting as the Allied forces close in on its 
flanks. Weygand and Petain will see that 
the closing-in operations are pushed. 

The raid was a desperate venture. It 
could only have been undertaken by men 
who were more than ordinarily willing to 
die for their cause—bad as it is. They in- 
vited death, and earned it, by bombing and 
machine-gunning refugees fleeing along 
the roadways. 

If any have imagined the Nazi fighting 
men are wanting courage, or lukewarm in 
their devotion to Hitler, this demonstra- 
tion of daring and ferocity should con- | 
vince them. If the spirit. and recklessness 
of the raiders is common to the Nazi 
forces, there is a lot of hard fighting to be 
done before the new barbarism is crushed.

Britishers will not like that. They 
would not tolerate it in peace-time. But 
they will submit to it as a temporary 
necessity imposed by war. The produc- 
tive resources of the country have to be 
utilized to the full, without regard to in 
dividual preference or peace-time law. 

The choice is to accept state-control 
for a time, or have to accept it perman- 
ently. For should Hitler win, state-con- 
trol of every person and every thing in 
Britain would be the order there, as it is in 
Germany and in the countries which Ger- 
many has conquered.

Reading the War News 


This week has given people in the Al- 
lied and neutral countries their first real 
shock of the war. The lightning offen- 
uve driven into northern France tested 
their nerves, and undoubtedly spread con- 
aternation in many quarters. One heard 
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tish and French Empires—not among 
Nazi sympathizers but among those to 
whom that outcome would mean the end 
of what they hold most precious in life. 

The younger generation know now 
something of what their elders went 
through during a four-year struggle that 
swung backward and forward with nerve- 
racking uncertainty. There were darker 
days in that period than we have seen this 
week. There will be more dark days be- 
fore this struggle ends. We cannot hope 
otherwise. We shall individually have to 
mobilize our resources of self-control, pa- 
tience and faith to meet them. 

The news of a day. must. be. read 
against the background of yesterday and 
in the light of steady confidence in the 
long result. An army of millions is not 
to be destroyed over-night. A mishap in 
one sector does not spell irretrievable dis- 
aster. A reverse today may cost the 
enemy more tomorrow than he has gained. 
The most terrific offensive launched by 
the German armies in the last war came 
in the spring of the year whose close 
found them beaten. 

War news has to be placed in its pro- 
per perspective, assessed at only its actual 
present meaning, whether good or bad, 
and studied with cold calculation. When 
one picks up a newspaper in these days 
he should take his emotions firmly in 
hand. 


Young Belgian refugees, who had not 
been drafted for war service, are now be- 
ing enlisted and put in training. The Bel- 
gian army will thus be raised to 1,000,000 
men. The 300,000 added by these enlist- 
ments represent a further enlargement of 
the Allied reserves of man power not re- 
quired at present. 


Parachute-jumpers landing in Eng- 
land in civilian clothing will incur the 
death penalty, whether caught at once or 
later. Those landing in uniform may be 
shot in doing so, but will be treated as pri- 
soners of war if they surrender. The law 
draws a line, as it should, between soldiers 
and sneaks. 


Mobs, said to have been composed 
largely of soldiers, wrecked buildings at 
Regina, whose occupants had presumably 
made themselves obnoxious by expressing 
anti-Allied sentiment. The job of attend- 
ing to the offenders) might better have 
been left to the police. Because, among 
other reasons, the Government may have 
to pay for the damage.

Canada is buying two more destroyers, 
building scores of submarine chasers and 
mine layers, and the enlisted men in the 
naval force will soon number 10,000. They 
are doing work which would otherwise 
have to be done by ships and men of the 
British navy, as in the former war. That 
they are doing it efficiently is shown by 
the fact that they are to take on still more 
of the duties of preventing enemy activ- 
ity in the Caribbean and the North Atlan- 
tic—at the request of the British authori- 
ties.

Would Help Saskatchewan 


For Saskatchewan, the dominion-provincial 
relations commission report offers a very invit- 
ing way out of discouragingly pressing diffi- 
culties. First of all, the province's ever-increas- 
ing load of debt, fast reaching the point where 
it is becoming unbearable for a province of such 
limited taxing resources, would be assuméd by 
the dominion under the commission's strikingly 
ingenious financial proposals, Last January this 
debt amounted to $214,000,000. ‘ 

Secondly, the tremendous cost of unemploy- 
ment relief, which in this province has reached 
millions yearly, would be lifted from the back 
of the local government. 

Briefly these two proposals, if implemented, 
would pull Saskatchewan out of that financial 
spiral into which it slipped during the bad years. 
For drouth brought increased relief costs. The 
province could not cope with that cost and had 
to borrow from the Dominion government, in 
addition to getting special grants. The borrowed 
money was added to the public debt. Interest 
charges mounted up. These in turn were added 
to the public debt. It was a truly vicious circle. 
—Regina Leader-Post, 


The Decline of the League 

The cabled news that merely a skeleton 
staff is being retained by the League of Nations 
organization, and that this staff is poised for 
flight once the expected attack by the totali- 
tarian powers on Switzerland is launched, marks 
the end, not of the League of Nations that was 
brought into existence in Paris, but of the 
League as it was after being denatured and de- 
vitalized with the consent of members by the 
Great Powers that found the obligations im- 
plicit in the Covenant inconvenient. 

As this process of destruction went forward, 
there was no lack of assurances that these 
modifications in policy would the more effec- 
tively equip the League to further its purpose of 
keeping the world at peace. With the very idea 
of force eliminated, as no longer in keeping with 
the world’s pacifist trends, the League Council 
would be a meeting place for world statesmen 


. who in sweetest amity would settle al] interna- 


tional disputes in the spirit of goodwill. Mean- 
while, the good offices of the League in carry- 
ing out peaceful international projects, in health, 
in social betterment, in advising backward 
nations and helping them with their financial 
problems, would strengthen its moral authority 
and day by day increase the recognition by all 
the nations of the wrold of its indispensability. 

All this sounds now like the chattering of 
amiable lunatics; but, as recently as two years 
ago, this was the attitude of the governments of 
substantially every member nation of the 
League, and it was warmly supported in all 
countries having as between themselves the most 
diverse views: by the pacifists who saw in it 
the practical expression of their doctrines; by 
the isolationists because it was a cheap gesture 
towards a harmiess internationalism; by the 
politicians in power because it relieved them, 
as they thought, of risks; by al] the people with 
old-fashioned ideas because it meant the defeat 
of a new-fangled conception of international 
relations leaving the field open for the playing 
of the time-honored game of power politics.— 
Winnipeg Free Press. 


Iselationism Swept Out 


President Roosevelt's momentous message to 
the American Congress recently is important 
not so much for its statements of fact as for its 
implications. In effect, it means that the United 
States has officially abandoned the measure of 
isolation dmposed upon the Administration by 
the Neutrality Act and its amendments, It is 
expected that the Congress will sanction that 
abandonment within two weeks, thus giving 
effect not merely to the wishes of the Execu- 
tive branch but to those of the overwhelming 
majority of the people; for during the past week 
or so there has been a remarkable reversal of 
American opinion. 

Until the Nazi invasion of the Low Coun- 
tries, sympathy was definitely with the Allies, 
but isolationist sentiment was still strong. Since 
tha: invasion, isolationism has been swept away 
on the tide of events, and although public senti- 
ment has not yet reached the point of advocating 
active participation by the United States, it has 
crystallized in a desire to aid the Allies in every 
Other possible way. 

That President Roosevelt is awake to this 
tremendous turnover in public opinion is evi- 
dent when he asks the Congress “not to take any 
action which would in any way hamper or delay 
the delivery of American-made planes to foreign 
nations which have ordered them or seek to 
purchase more plaries. That, from the point of 
view of our own national defence, would be 
extremely short-sighted.” 

“Our ideal is peace,” wrote the President, 
“peace at home and abroad. Nevertheless, we 
stand ready not only to spend millions for 
defence but to give our service and even our 
lives for the maintenance of our American 
liberties.” Here, thinly veiled by the require- 
ments of policy, is an invitation to the Ameri- 
can people to prepare themselves for entry into 
the conflict. 

Mr. Roosevelt prays for peace, “that the ways 
of aggression and force may be banished from 
the earth,—but,” he adds, “I am determined to 
face the fact realistically that the nation re- 
quires a toughness of moral and physica! fibre.” 
In that single sentence is contained the implica- 
tion that something more is required than a 
benevolent interest in the fate of the Allies, that 
the fate of the United States is also being de- 
cidéd in Belgium.—Montreal Star,

Neuritis is capable of being one 
of the most painful disorders the 
human frame is ever called upon to 
bear. The pain is described in var- 
ious ways by different patients, 
some saying it is boring, others that 
it ig darting, stinging or burning, 
and others that it feels like a hot 
knife going through the flesh. 

Many nerves contain mixed 
fibers. For example, some of these 
are motor fibers whose work is to 
Move the muscles. Others are sens- 
ory fibers which report sensation or 
feeling. Still others contro] nutri- 
tion and blood supply. The affecting 
of a nerve trunk by’ neuritis may 
disturb any or all of these functions, 

Such disturbances may take the 
form of loss of the power to move 
the muscles; pain, numbness or 
tingling or the feeling that ants are 
crawling on the skin, and so on, If 
the nerves of nutrition are involved 
the disturbance may show as a 
wrinkling and thinning of the skin 
which becomes very shiny. 

The pain may be continuous and 
may be made more severe by the 
slightest movement. Sometimes the 
skin becomes so tender that even 
the weight of the blankets on the 
bed will be unbearable. 

The usual cause of neuritis is a 
toxic substance in the blood which 
may accumulate around a nerve, 
causing irritation. The basic treat- 
ment is a treatment designed to re- 
move this toxic cause. The toxins. 
producing neuritis seem to be very 
similar to those producing muscular 
rheumatism. 

In some instances where the pa- 
tient has been using a markedly de- 
ficient diet, the cause of neuritis 
may be a lack of vitamin Bl in the 


diet, as this substance appears to be| 


necesary for normal nutrition of 
the nerves. By the vitamin being 
lacking, the nerves become more 
irritable than would otherwise be 
the case. 

Possible contributing causes of 
neuritis are sinus trouble, abcessed 
teeth or infected tonsils. Such focal 


infections may not be causing pain | 
in themselves, and yet the poisons 


absorbed from them may circulate 
in the blood and eventually affect a 
Nerve or nerves. 

When these contributing causes 
are found, the patient needs suitable 


local treatment to clear up the focl, 
but it is also necessary to bear in 
mind that unless he changes his 
habits of living, further toxie 
material may accumulate in time, 
For lasting relief the patient must 
keep the bloodstream free of the 
| cause of neuritis. If there has been 
toxins which are the fundamental 
a lack of vitamin B1 in the diet, it 
is wise to try giving this substance 
|to the patient. Sometimes very 
| striking relief is obtained thereby. 

Providing the patient receives the 
proper treatment, in many instances 
a satisfactory recovery from the dise 
tressing pain of neuritis often bee 
comes possible.

AIR MINISTRY 
BILL IS GIVEN 
ROYAL ASSENT 


Hon. C. G. Power, Min- 
ister, Pledges Full Effort 
To Gain Results 


OTTAWA, May 13.—Canada'’s 
Ale Force activities tast night 
were placed under jurisdiction of 
& new minister, Hon. C. G. Power, 
whe pledged himself and associ- 
ates an produce results as quickly 
aa possible. 

Both houses moved swiftly to 


clothe the government with power | 


to set up the new department of 
national defence for air. It was de- 
bated two hours in the House of 
Commons but the Senate took only 
five minutes to put the bill through 
al] stages. 


Mr. Justice O. S. Crocket of the | 


Supreme court of Canada, as deputy 
of the administrator, came to the 
Senate and gave the bill Royal 
assent. 


ALREADY AT WORK 

Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
said the new ministry was already 
functioning and the necessary pro- 
clamation would be made at once. 


During the house debate Mr. 
King assured questioners that 
while the defence minister, Hon. 
Norman Rogers, would have the 
final authority in all matters per- 
taining to defence, Major Power 
would, except in an extreme cir- 
cumstance, have full authority 
over all matters relating to the 
Royal Canadian Air Force and the 
Commonwealth Air Training plan. 


The Commons also gave further 
consideration to the resolution of 
Hon. J, L. Ralston, minister of fin- 
ance, préliminary to the War Ap- 
propriations act calling for expen- 
diture of $700,000,000 during the 
current fiscal year, 

This was featured by a detailed 
account of operations of the de- 
partment of munitions and supply 
given by the minister, Hon. C. D. 
Howe. 


ABUNDANT AUTHORITY 


Mr. Power received an ovation 
from the house when he first rose 
to take part fm the debate on his 
bill. He replied to doubts express- 
ed by Joseph Harris (Con., Toronto- 
Danforth) as to the wisdom of hav- 
ing the new minister in any way 
subordinate to the defence minister. 
Mr. Harris was afraid the depart- 
ment would be only “lean-to” to 
Mr. Rogers department. 

“I am quite satisfied that there 
will be abundant authority and 
perhaps all too great responsibil- 
ity on the shoulders of the person 
who has been designated as min- 
ister for air,” Mr. Power said. 

To questions raised by the Con- 
servative leader, Hon. R. B. Hanson, 
and others in the opposition Mr. 
Power said the air department was 
only a war time measure and would 
automatically disappear six months 
after the war. 

Mr. Power said it was hoped the 
government would persuade the 
present deputy minister of defence 
for air, S. J. Duncan, of Toronto, to 
remain longer than the three 
months to which he originally 
agreed. 

The house adjourned at six o'clock 
until Thursday afternoon in ob- 
servance of the rule that no session 
is held Wednesday evenings. The 
war appropriations resolution will 
be taken up again Thursday.

Three tiers, beautifully iced and 
topped with a little bride and groom

WEDDING CAKE 

Three cups sifted cake flour, 3° 
teaspoons combination baking pow- | 
der, % teaspoon salt, 2-3 cup but- 
ter or other shortening, 1% cups | 
sugar, 5 egg whites, unbeaten, 1 cup | 
milk, 1 teaspoon vanilla. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- | 
ing powder and salt, and sift to- 
gether three times. Cream butter 
thoroughly, add sugar gradually, 
and cream together until light and 
fluffy. Add egg whites, one at a) 
time, beating very thoroughly after.| 
each. Add flour, alternately with 
milk, a small amount at a time, beat- 
ing after cach addition until smooth. | 
Add vanilla. Prepare this recipe 
five times for three-tier cake. 


FIRST MIXING 

Prepare above recipe twice. Turn | 
into 16x10x2 inch pan, which has | 
been greased, lined with heavy 
paper and again greased. Bake in| 
moderate oven (325 degrees F.) 1 
hour and 30 minutes, or until done 


SECOND MIXING 

Prepare above recipe twice. Turn 
into 16x10x2 pain, which has been | 
greased, lined with heavy paper and 
again greased. Bake in moderate 
oven (325 degrees F.) 1 hour and 
30 minutes, or until done 


THIRD MIXING 


Prepare above recipe once. Turn 
into 13%x9x2 inch pan, which has 
been greased, lined with heavy pa- 
per and again greased. Bake in 
moderate oven (325 degrees F.) 1 
hour, or until dene. 


DIRECTIONS FOR

On Defence, Declares 
U.S. Solon 


WASHINGTON, May 23—Strik- 
ing back at Colonel C. Lindbergh 
for his criticism of the Roosevelt 
administration's foreign policy, 
Senator James asserted 
last night Lindbergh was “no 
more qualified’ to speak on the 
subject than “Wrong Way Corrian 
or any other aviator whe may 
fly the Atlantic ocean.” 

The South Carolina Democrat 
bdded that “Fifth columns are al- 
teady active in America,” and that 
“Those who consciously or unconsci- 
ously retard the efforts of this gov- 
ernment to provide for the defence 
bf the American people are the 
fifth column's most effective fellow 
travellers.” 


REFERS TO DOMINION 

Byrnes broadcast address was con- 
sidered the administration's official 
teply to the speech in which Lind- 
bergh called last Sunday for an end 
to “Hysterical chatter of calamity 
and invasion,” decried what he con- 
tidered meddling in Europe and urg- 
ed a “definite policy” of defence. 

Discussing previous speeches by 

Lindberh, including one in which 
the aviator said “In effect that we 
must demand Canada separate it- 
self from the British empire,” 
Byrnes said that speech in effect 
pleaded that “We make war on 
Canada’ because if Canada had 
refused “We could enforce that 
demand only with force.” 

Discussing the problem of United 
Btates defence in the event the 
British fleet was destroyed, Byrnes 
asked if Lindbergh really believed 
the problem would not be affected 
teriously in such an event. 

YELLS REAL EFFECT 

Hitler might order Britain to sur- 
render her fleet if she was defeated, 
Byrnes said, and “if the British sur- 
tendered its fleet to save its people, 
we would be confronted by Hitler 
Possessing a navy superior to our 
own.” : 

“Mr, Lindbergh seems not con- 

cerned with the flagrant violations 
of the rights of peaceful little 
nations, To Mr. Lindbergh all 
these seem to be only trifling in- 
significent incident to an age-old 
struggle for power. 

“But to me these vile, barbaric 
Weeds represent an attack against 
everything that we hold dear, an at- 
tack against international good faith, 
Qgainst religion, against jearning, 
against political freedom, against 
civilization itself”.

IS EX-CONVICT 


Parkland Farmer Served 
Term In Minnesota 
Prison 


PARKLAND, May 23, — Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police said last 
night that Charles Hansen, 68, 
found dead in the attic of his farm 
home near here after he had kill- 
ed Constable F. G. F. Counsell of 
the R.C.M.P. in a gun battle early 
Wednesday, had served a prison 
term in Minnesota. Hansen's pri- 
son term followed the death of his 
mother in Minnesota when he was 
&@ young man, police said. Park- 
land is 60 miles south of Calgary. 

Police said that a probe of the 
Hansen family history revealed 
Charles Hansen had served a short 
prison term in connection with the 
death of his mother. 

Bodies of the R.C.M.P. officer and 
Hansen were removed to Clares- 
holm, where an inquest jury was 
impanelled under Coroner Dr. P. 


J, Carroll. 


The inquest was adjourned until 
May 31, after the jury had inspected 
the scene of the shooting. Autopsy 
on Charles Hansen was performed 
by Dr. M. H. Hodgson, Claresholm. 


SON BADLY WOUNDED 

Constable Counsell, 30, was shot 
through the head and killed when 
police rushed the farm house with 
tear gas after Hansen barricaded 
himself in the house and refused to 
surrender, The aged, wealthy farm- 
er had shot and seriously wounded 
his son, George, 39, at a nearby 
farm during the night. 

With five bullet wounds in his 
body, George Hansen's condition 
was said to be “bad” yesterday 
although his attending physician, 
Dr. P. J. Carrol, said he had 8 
chance to live. He is in the Clares- 
holm hospital. 

The farmer's motive in shooting 
his son was not clear although the 
shooting followed a quarrel, police 
said. Hansen was believed to have 
become teimporsrily unbalanced, 

After throwing tear gas into the 
Hansen house, police officers burst 


in, Hansen fled to the attic, and | 
while the officers were searching | 


the lower part of the house a rifle 
was poked through an opening and 
Constable Counsell was shot in the 
head. He died instantly. 


TAKES OWN LIFE 

When the posse retired from the 
building leaving the body of Coun- 
sell, Hansen came down from the 
attic and took the constable’s gun. 
Appearing again at an upstairs win- 
dow, he was shot in the stomach 
by one of the police officers. He 
then disappeared ard a few minutes 


later a shot was heard from within. | 


Upon entering, the officers found 


the farmer's body with a bullet) 


wound in the head. 
HAD LARGE HOLDINGS 


Two of Hansen's sons, Benny, 24, | 
and Carl, 30, told police that late |

son followed Hansen to his home 
where the battle ensued, Mrs. Han-

Hansen came to Alberta from 
Minnesota in 1903 and had ac- 
cumulated extensive holding in 
the area. He operated ten sec- 
tions of wheat land, and a gas well 
was recently brought in on his 
property. 

Constable Counsell, an only child, 
was the son of Mrs. L. Wise of Van- 
couver, Prior to joining the R.C.M.P. 
he had served with the Koyal Can- 
adian Air Force at Camp Borden, 
Last October he was married to 
Miss Audrey Blake, daughter of G. 
Blake, who recently resigned as 
warden of the Lethbridge provin- 
cial jail. He had been stationed 
at Lethbridge for the past four 
years and previously was at Banff. 

Hansen is survived by his wie, 
three sons and three daughters, all 
of whom reside in the Parkland dis- 
trict.

Arthur B, Purvis, Morttreal indus- 
trialist who heads the Anglo-French 
purchasing mission, told the story 
of the flights yesterday. He gave 
no details, except that some planes 
already had negotiated the hop, 
and others would, as soon as built. 

Flights had been made so far, he 
said, only by heavy bombers. This 
indicated that the planes were two- 
motored Lockheed- Hudson and 
Martin bombers, of which the Allies 
have bought large quantities. 

Experts were doubtful any pur- 
sult ships had flown the Atlantic, 
because these craft are built for 
such speed that they have ranges 
of only a few hundred miles. 

The new bombers to be flown, 
Purvis indicated, were hundreds of 
new-type Lockheeds, Martins, Boe- 
ings and Consolidateds
